States arm y will mass its biggest 
guns a t Fortress Monroe and Fort 
Story, Va., May IO to May 27 for 
annual target and battle practice. 
The 52d coast artillery, the only 
railway regiment in the country, 
will transp ort its heavy guns and 
other equipment, including 12 car­ 
loads of ammunition, from Fort 
Eustis, Va. With the regiment will 
go 47b officers and enlisted men. 
They will travel in a special a r­ 
tillery train carrying four 12-inch 
mortars, four eight-inch guns, one 
gondola car, one flat car, 12 am­ 
munition cars, seven fire control 
cars and three kitchen cars. 
T h h is the first time ti special 
traveling kitchen has accompanied 
the artillery train to battle prac­ 
tice. For the first time, too, trac­ 
tor-drawn guns will take 
part. 
These are six-inch guns of the 51th 
coast artillery. 
Arm y officers from Washington, 
Baltimore and Fortress 
Monroe 
will observe the firing. 
From an 
isolated, wind-swept village. 
Fort 
Story, where the tiring on May 27 
will take place, will Im* transform ­ 
ed intfo the noisiest and most ex­ 
citing places. Big guns will blaze 
forth fire and smoke across the 
ocean waters. 
So th a t gun crews may receive 
the maximum amount of training 
the emplacing of the
